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STHUNDER/LIGHTNING STORMS 


-#RESENT PROBLEMS IN . 
SUMMER MONTHS | 
Mbe mouths of July, August, 
and part of September are thun- 
derstorm prone and because of 
this situation safety precautions 
should be known and taken against 
fatal damage by, lightning, 
Richard Dutremble, Director, 
Maine Bureau of Civil Emergency 
Preparedness (MECEP) says that 
thunderstorms: can be expected to 
occur 10 to 20 days each summer 
in most of Maine and up to 30 
days in extreme Northern and 
Northeastern Maine during the 
Warm summer months, 
-Dutremble said that throughout 
the. state people playing their 1o- 


. Gal golf course are more suscepti- 


bie to. lightning injury due. to open 

spaces, metal golf carts, clubs and 
poles. He added that: damage to 
property in Maine from thunder- 
storms: iiss frequently im excess of 
$100,000 per year. 

Dutremble urged residents, vis- 
dors to the Pine Tree State and 
particularly those involved in out- 
door activities: to familiarize them- 
selves with. the following safety 
rules provided by the National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric Admin- 
istration: 

1, Stay indoors, and don’t: ven- 
ture outside, unless absolutely ne- 
Cessary. 

2. Stay away from open doors, 
and’ windows, fireplaces, radia- 
tors, stoves, metal pipes, sinks, 
‘and plug-in electrical appliances. 

3. Don’t use plug-in electrical 
equipment like hair dryers, elec- 
trie tooth brushes, or electric ra- 
zors during the storm. 

4. Don’t use the telephone dur- 
ing the storm—lightning may strike 
limes: outside, 

5. Don’t take laundry off the 
clothes lines, 

6. Don’t work on fences, tele- 
phone or power lines, pipelines, 
or structural steel fabrication. 

7. Don’t use metial objects like 
fishing rods and golf clubs. Golf- 
ers. wearing cleated shoes are par- 
ticularly good lightning rods. 

8. Don’t handle flammable ma- 
terials| in open containers. 

9. Stop tractor work, especially 
when the tractor is pulling metal 
equipment, and dismount, Trac- 
tors and other implements in me- 
talllic contact with the ground are 
often struck by lightning. 

0. Get out of the water and off 
small boats. 

d1. Stay-in your automobile if 
‘you are traveling. Automobiles of- 
fer excellent lightning protection. 

12, Seek shelter in: buildings. If no 
buildings are available your best 
protection is a. cave, ditch, canyon, 
or under head-high clumps or trees: 
in open forest glades, 

18. When ‘there is no shelter, 
avoid the highest object in the 
aréa. If only isolated trees are 
nearby, your best protection is to 
crouch in the open, keeping twice 
as far away from isolated trees as 
the trees are high, 

14, Avoid hill tops, open spaces, 
wire fences, metal clothes lines, 
exposed sheds, and any electrical- 
ly conductive elevated objects.

MAINE DEER SEASONS SET 
—BUCKS ONLY IN TWO AREAS 

Maine’s 1983 deer hunting sea- 
sons will include two. areas. where 
only buck deer may be taken, ac- 
cording to Fish and Wildlife Com- 
missioner Glenn H. Manuel, 

Following a round of public hear- 
ings. this spring, Manuel and his 
advisory council have adopted a 
proposal aimed at protecting fe- 
Male deer in eastern and western 
portions of the state’s southern 
deer huniting zone. 

The action marks the first time 
that Maine has imposed a bucks-

Under provisions of the new 
rules, hunters will be permitted 
to shoot only male deer with ant- 
ders, not less than three inches in 
Jength. Both bucks-only districts 
are in the southern. zone, which is. 
that portion of Maine south of the 
€anadian Pacific Railroad tracks.. 
They are bounded as follows: 

Eastern District, East of the 
Penobscot River from the Atlantic 
(Ocean north to Brewer, and south 
of Route #9 from Brewer to the

formed by the St. Croix River. 

Western; District: 
Kennebec River from the Atlantic 
Ocean to Merrymeeting Bay, fol- 
lowing the Androscoggin River to. 
Livermore, Route #4 to Farming- 
ton, Route #27 to New Vineyard, 
Route #234 10 North Anson, Route 
201-A to Solon, Route 201 to. Jack- 
man, and the Canadiam Pacific 
Railroad mainline track west to 
the Maine-Quebec boundary.

MAJOR AGRICULTURAL 
MEASURES SIGNED INTO LAW 
BY GOV. BRENNAN 


A number of recently enacted 
agricultural bills, including legisla- 
tion, creating a statewide “‘Milk 
Pool,” were signed into law re- 
cently by Governor Joseph E. 
Brennan, Along with his approval 
of several other farm-related mea- 
sures, the signings officially cap- 
ped off what some observers feel 
bas been a banner year for agri- 
culfural legislation. 

“Among the bills passed this: 
session are some of the most im- 
portant pieces of agricultural leg- 


aslation in recent history,” says 


Agriculture Commissioner Stew- 
art N. Smith, “The measures ap- 
proved will go far toward assuring 
the future of farming in Maine and 
strengthening rural lifestyles and 
values that have alwayis been: a vi- 
tal part of this state’s heritage. I 
believe that through their enact- 
ment of the major agricultural 
bills proposed by the Brennan: Ad- 
ministration, the members of the 
111th Legislature have shown, an 
outstanding commitment to Maine 
agriculture.” 

The signing of the Milk Pool 
Bill was. attended by a dozen dairy 
producers representing Farmers 
for Fair Milk Pricing, a group that 
lobbied throughout the recent ses- 
sion in support of the measure. The 
Milk Pool plan, one of the most 
controversial issues considered by 
the 111th Legislature, is designed 
to reduce longstanding inequities 
in milk prices paid to dairy farm- 
ers selling to the state-regulated 
Maine market and those selling to 
the federally - regulated Boston 
market. Under that plan, a portion 
of the $1.88 per hundredweight 
price advantage currently enjoyed 
by Maine market dairy farmers 
will be paid inte a statewide pool 
and rédistributed among all of the 
state’s 1,050 dairy farmers. The 
level of payments will be phased 
in over the next tivo yéars and a 
special break will be given to 
Maine market producers in Aroos- 
took and Washington Counties to 
reflect their higher production 
costs. 

Later, the Governor also signed 
legislation establishing a new state 
Soil arid Water Conservation Fund. 
The measure provides $100,000 a 
year to be distributed to Maine 
farmers by local Soil and Water 
Conservation Districts as challenge 
grants for innovative conservation 
projects, Citing the unusual level 
of by-partisan support for the bill, 
Governor Brennan commented that 
it showed the state’s strong com- 
mitment to conservation and said 
the new state funding is particu- 
larly significant in light of recent 
and proposed cut-backs in federal 
funding of local soil and water 
conservation efforts, 

Another bill signed by the Gov- 
ernor, which is expected to bene- 
fit all major commodity groups in 
the agricultural sector, establishes 
a comprehensive marketing pro- 
gram for agricultural products 
produced in the ‘state, As part 
of the new program, the state 
Department of Agriculture, Food 
and Rural Resources will institute

The measure also provides 
matching state funds for product 
promotion and creates a melw quia- 
lity assurance program designed 
to maintain or improve the quality 
and image of Maine’s potatoes, ap- 
ples and other major agricultural 
products. With respect to potatoes, 
the. efforts of the two quality as- 
surance inspectors called for in 
the marketing program will be 
enhanced further by the Legisla- 
ture’s approval of three. addition: 
al potato quality inspector ‘posi- 
tions: within the Department of 
Agriculture. The five new quali- 
ty inspectors. will allow the De- 
partment to enforce Maine’s 
branding law, which makes it ille- 
gal to sell produce that does nof 
meet the appropriate quality stan- 
dards. 

Yet another measure signed im- 
plements. key portions of the po- 
tato industry’s own Potato Long- 
Range Plan, Much of that plan 
is of concern with ensuring the 
production of high quality seed po- 
tatoes, the basis of many of the 
steps considered necessary to im- 
prove the economic health of the 
state’s. potato industry. In a sepé 
arate measure recently enacted by 
the ll1th Legislature, a crucial 
grant of $200,000 was prowided 
to the Seed Potato Board to take 
care of a budget shortfall at the 
State’s Porter Seed Farm in Ma- 
sardis, Under the new Long-Range 
Plan legislation, the Porter Farm 
will become the major supplier of 
certified seed for Maine’s potato 
farmers:, 

Another recently enacted Dill, 
establishes the nation’s first re- 
turnable pesticide container pro- 
gram, The meastite mandates a 
deposit and return system for 
“limited use” pesticides and re- 
quires farmers and other pesticide 
users to triple-rinse pesticide con- 
tainers before returning them io 
dealers. The new system is de- 
signed to prevent improper dispo- 
sal of potentially dangerous, un- 
rinsed pesticide containers, which 
have often-previously ended up in 
town landfills or illegal dumpsites, 

Other notable agricultural laws 
recently approved includes legis. 
lation that: 

establishes a system for set- 
ting minimum daily prices paid 
to farmers for potatoes, with bitilt- 
te price incentives for higher qua- 
ity;

OF PERSON CLAIMING TO 
REPRESENT IRS 


Persons posing as employees of 
the Internal Revenue Service oc- 
casionally attempt to harass tax- 
payers, or collect Money for what 
the imposter claims are upaid 
taxes, accordng to W. E. Dosedlo, 
District Director of the IRS in 
Maine. 

Taxpayers should request to see 
the credentials of any individual’ 
claiming to represent the IRS. 
Every IRS employee who makes 
contact with the public is required 
to carry distinctive identification 
and must show this when conduct- 
ing official businéss, 

Generally, taxpayers who ove 
monéy fo the IRS will receive 
written: motification before being 
‘contacted in person. 

Taxpayers who are contacted: by 
teleplione with no previotis contact 
by mail should phone the IRS at 
1-800-424-1040 to theck the walidity 
of the phorie call, This procedure 
should also apply to those taxpay- 
ers ‘who dotibt the legality of ore- 
dentials offered to them at the 
tinie of contact.

Maine State Senate

It took the full complement of 
legislative days, but with little 
fanfare, and with the final deci- 
sions on appropriations and taxa- 
tion completed, the Senate and 
House concluded their business on 
Friday, June 24, This legislature 
finished up by adopting a part two 
budget, which attempts to merge 
fiscal responsibility with social 
responsibility, I would like to first 
discuss the reasons for Maime’s 
current fiscal crunch, and then go 
into. details on whit is in the bud- 
get. 

Ten point two million dollars of 
the part two budget comprises 
money needed to replace a loss of 
federal funds. The President’s 

“New. Federalism” is hurting vir- 
tually every state in the mation. 
The effects of reduced levels of 
federal funding are being felt 
throughout the country. Eighteen 
fbates have deferred some expen- 
ditures until the mext fiscal year; 
at states have placed a hiring 
freeze on state jobs; 44 states an- 
ticipate balances of below 5% at 
the end of the 1983 fiscal year. 
Four states. anticipate budget de- 
ficits of over 1.3 billion dollars in 
1984. Maine is no exception. 

An additional problem for states 
has been the fallin tax revenues 
from corporate tax collections. The 
1977 \corporate share of Maine’s 
general revenue monies. has been 
cut in half, while the burdem has 
shifted to the individual income 
tax payer, In 1977, corporate taxes 
accounted for approximately 32% 
of all state revenues; in 1982 conp- 
orate taxes accounted for 14%. The 
1tith Legislature acted to change 
this, A major corporate tax re- 
form package was instituted which 
will place a “unitary” tax on the 
stabte’s. largest corporations and tax 
their nationwide income, in addi- 
tion to. the income from activities. 
within Maine. This should also be- 
gin to reduce property taxes. 


Both parties agreed to revoke 
the tax exemption on cigarettes, 
which will generate monies to fund 
parts of the part IT budget. 


Given’ the tax increases that 
passed, I would like to discuss 
what the revenues will be used to 
accomplish. As mentioned previ- 
ously, .a large portion will be used 
to make up for federal cut baicks 
(over ten million dollars), This 
will protect many state level jobs 
and prognams which provide so 
cial senvice assistance to Maine 
residents, Another emphasis is 
being placed on economic deyel- 
opment and assistance. to busines- 
ses already operating in Maine. 
Funds will be provided for the 
marketing of Maine’s agricultural 
products, funds to develop a quali- 
ty assurance program for pota- 
toes, and a forest resources as- 
sessment and marketing program. 
In, addition, monies till be spent 
to promote tourism, establish a 
business development agency, and 
to provide additional funds for

Another important piece of the 
Part II budget is the Workers’ 
Compensation Reform bill which is 
designed to reduce the long term 
costs of workers’ compensation, to 
Maine businesses. I am sure that 
you are aware that the budget al- 
so. includes funds to establish the 
Hospital Cost Containment Board, 

The approved budget includes 
extra monies for home-based care 
and five million dollars for local 
property tax relief. The final bud- 
get is more than $18,000,000 lower 
than. the original draft which to- 
taled $42,000,000. The members: of 
the Appropriations and Taxation 
Committees worked long hours to 
pare down the original budget re- 
quest, to find funding for the 
programs, and to design a budget 
which provides equitable service 
levels and maintains the balanced. 
budget required by the Constitu- 
tion. ; 

In coming weeks, I will attempt 
to detail all of the laws that pass- 
ed during the 1ith Legislative ses. 
sion, and to outline the ways which 
the new legislation will affect you.
